lotion, or saturated solution of bi- 
carbonate of soda in either plain wa- 
ter, or camphorated water, if applied 
speedily or as soon as possible to u 
burned or scalded part, was most 
effectual iu immediately relieving the 
acute burning pain; and when tho 
burn was only superficial or not se- 
vere, removing all pain in a very 
short time; having also the very 
great advantage of cleanliness, and 
if applied at once of preventing the 
usual consequences—a painful blis 
tering of the skin, separation of the 
epidermis and perhaps more or less 
of suppuration. For this purpose 
all that is necessary is to cut a piece 
of lint or old soft rag or even thick 
blotting paper, of size sufficient to 
cover the burned or scalded part?. 
and to keep it constantly well wettei I 
with the sodaic lotion, so as to pre- 
vent its drying.

Why feradlauffh was Expelled, 
Of the legal questions raised by 


the expulsion of Bradlaugh from the 
House of Commons, the New York

That such a penalty may be enforced 
for disobedience of the Speaker is 
indubitable; but did not the Speaker 
exceed the limits of his'discretion, 
and encroach seriously on the rights 
of the Northampton constituency, 
when he prohibited their delegate, 
who had technically qualified by tak 
ing the statutory oath, and who cer 
tainly was in no other way guilty of 
a breach of order, from taking the 
seat to which his constituents hail

country of late, and was in Chicago for 
awhile. Tie returaed to Elwin not long 
since. He may have contracted the dis- 
use while away from home. 


Up to yesterday afternoon Beadles had 


been stopping with his uncle and family 
at Elwin, and it is feared that the family 
will be afflicted with the contagion, as few 
if them have been vaccinated. .
